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Tackling drugs will be 
police’s new priority 



POLICE will be clamping down on 
drug-related crime over the next 
three months in Haverhill. 

Tackling drug-taking and dealing 
openly in public and gathering intel¬ 
ligence on “drug-fuelled” assaults 
were two of the priorities voted in at 
the Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT) 
meeting on Monday. 

For months, Inspector Peter Ferrie, 
policing commander for Haverhill, 
had urged the public to elect an issue 
the police can tackle instead of focus¬ 
ing on illegal parking in the High 
Street. 

He and SNT sergeant Gary Miller put 
forward their own suggestions to the 
public on what should be a police 
focus - and one of their recommenda¬ 
tions was voted in. 

Sgt Miller said there had been a rise 
in shoplifting in the town centre and 
thetfs of motorcycles, while Inspector 
Ferrie said that the SNT focusing on 
“violence related to drug debts” might 
help to “crack the problem”. 

He said: “We have had people hurt 
over the last two or three weeks. They 
are buying drugs on credit and when 
the drug dealers come for the money 
they can’t pay, so they are getting 
physically assaulted by the dealers.” 

Drug-taking in the town’s recreation 
ground was raised by a member of the 
public - who said she saw a group of 
eight youths smoking cannabis in the 
park area. Two men regularly walk by 
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her home smoking cannabis too, she 
said. 

Inspector Ferrie said: “If I could 
direct my police officers to the recrea¬ 
tion ground to sort out druggies 
instead of handing out parking tickets 
I would do it 100 times out of 100.” 

Tackling drug-taking and dealing 
received 37 votes, Inspector Ferrie’s 
suggestion on gathering intelligence 
on drug-related assaults on the 
Clements and Chalkstone Estates got 
25 votes, and parking issues in 
Crowland Road, Hollands Road and 
outside schools in Haverhill generally, 
especially Samuel Ward, got 15 votes. 

Twenty-one people voted via the 
meeting’s live stream. 

Drug crime is one of the only record¬ 
ed crimes in the town to be on the 
increase, compared with the three- 
year average. 

Since April 1 last year, 99 drug 
offences have been recorded as 
opposed to the three-year average of 
60 for this time of year. This is because 
more work is being done in detecting 
and dealing with this type of crime, 
said Inspector Ferrie. 

The next SNT meeting will take 
place on June 16, at the Arts Centre, 
from 7pm.

Flats WILL be built 
behind cottages 


THE future of two historic cottages 
has been uncertain for months - but 
now the final hurdle has been passed 
for them to be rescued. 

The cottages, at 85 and 87 High 
Street, Haverhill, were sold at auction 
in December for £51,000 - but work 
could not be confirmed until the out¬ 
come of a planning application from 
Havebury Housing Partnership. 

On March 6, plans to build four flats 
to the rear of the cottages were app¬ 
roved by St Edmundsbury’s Borough 
Council’s Development Control 
Committee, 14 to one. 

Havebury originally entered an ap¬ 
plication to demolish the cottages and 
create six flats on the site - but when 
this was met with strong opposition 
from residents and councillors alike, 
the housing provider consulted with 
residents and came up with a fresh 
plan, including the existing buildings. 

The buyer of the cottages, known 
only as a “local” person, will now offi- 
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daily become the owner and can con¬ 
tinue with the intention to renovate 
the properties and put them back on 
the housing market. 

Havebury has 18 months to progress 
with building the new flats. 

Cllr Tony Brown, county councillor 
and newly-elected borough council¬ 
lor, has been one of those fighting for 
the cottages’ future from the start. 

He said: “Once we see them restored 
that will truly be the final hurdle. 

“This will be the next chapter in the 
fight for the cottages, and we are look¬ 
ing forward to them being renovated 
and seeing what that end of the High 
Street will look like. 

“Now that CXG has taken over the 
old White Hart pub it’s really tidying 
up - at one time it was looking very 
unkempt.” 


Paul Edwards, Director of Resources 
at Havebury Housing Partnership 
spoke at the meeting on the positives 
of the plans. 

There will be four, one bedroom flats 
and the existing garage and outbuild¬ 
ings on the site will be knocked down. 

It is hoped the new development will 
help in providing the town with much- 
needed affordable housing. 

Mr Edwards said: “Havebury is de¬ 
lighted to have finally received plan¬ 
ning permission to proceed with our 
development of four new affordable 
homes just off the High Street in 
Haverhill and look forward to liaising 
with the new owner of the cottages as 
he starts work on restoring them. 

“We’re really pleased that we have 
been able to work with members of the 
local community to reach a mutually 
agreeable outcome for the site and we 
hope this can continue as we seek to 
provide further affordable housing in 
the area.”

VICTIMS of crime will be 
able to get support from a 
new centre opening in 
Haverhill. 

Next week, a victim care 
centre will be opened at the 
town’s police station by Tim 
Passmore, Suffolk police 
and crime commissioner, 
and Gareth Wilson, assist¬ 
ant chief constable for local 
policing in Norfolk. PC Will 
Wright, who has been in 


Haverhill for almost eight 
years, has been appointed 
as domestic abuse and vul¬ 
nerable victims officer. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie 
said: “This is a new develop¬ 
ment for the police and 
partners in Haverhill. I’m 
hoping it will greatly in¬ 
crease the support we are 
able to offer to victims in 
the town.” 

The opening is on Monday 
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‘What would you have done if you had hit me?’ 


SCHOOLCHILDREN questioned 
motorists on their behaviour after 
joining police officers in carrying 
out speed checks. 

Pupils from Coupals Primary 
School lined Wratting Road, in 
Haverhill, on Friday and spoke 
with seven drivers who were 
caught travelling over the 30mph 
limit. 

Those stopped were given the 
choice of three points, attending 
a speed awareness course, or 
speaking to the children. 

PCSO Mark Isaac said: 
“Unsurprisingly they all chose to 
speak with the children, however 
a few of them, I think, were left 
to regret it as the children began 
to ask them things like ‘what 
would you have done if you hit 
me?’ and ‘why are you speeding 
and putting our lives at risk?”’ 

The motorists were “hanging 
their heads in shame” after 
being questioned by the 
youngsters - and one woman 
had tears in her eyes when being 
asked about the experience 
afterwards, PCSO Isaac said. 

“With the children supporting 
us I think it really drove home 
the road safety message that 
this road is a 30mph for many 
reasons. 

“We were highlighting one of 
the most influential factors, in 
that there are four schools very 
close by,” he said. 

Speeding on Haverhill’s main 
routes was one of the Safer 
Neighbourhood Team priorities, 
as voted for by the public at the 
last meeting in December. New 
ones were chosen on Monday. 



Still no news 
on tenant for 
vacant Co-op 
premises 

A NEW tenant for an empty 
retail unit has still not been 
decided - depsite rumours 
on who could be taking over. 

There has been “considera¬ 
ble interest” in the Co-op 
store on Jubilee Walk, which 
has been empty since 2011. 

But the company has con¬ 
firmed that despite this 
interest, and a recent rumour 
that a pound-type shop 
could become the new occu¬ 
pier, no one has signed on 
the dotted line yet. 

As previously reported, the 
company has been in discus¬ 
sions with a national opera¬ 
tor interested in acquiring 
the site, as well as a number 
of other interested parties 
including Morrisons. 

The supermarket chain 
reportedly pulled out over a 
lack of free parking. There is 
a car park nearby owned by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

A spokesperson for The 
Co-operative Estates said: 
“Whilst there has been con¬ 
siderable interest in the 
premises, we are yet to agree 
terms with a prospective 
tenant. 

“We will continue to pursue 
all avenues of enquiry in a 
bid to achieve the most posi¬ 
tive outcome for residents 
and shoppers in Haverhill.” 


Illegal paridng: 
600 people fined 


MORE than 600 parking tick¬ 
ets have been handed out to 
motorists in Haverhill High 
Street over the last six 
months. 

The revelation came at 
Monday’s Safer 

Neighbourhood Team (SNT) 
meeting, in which the previ¬ 
ous policing priorities for the 
town were reviewed. 

The priorities, as voted for 
in December by the public, 
were illegal parking in the 
High Street, speeding on the 
town’s main routes and 
clamping down on cyclists 
without lights. 

SNT sergeant Gary Miller 
told the meeting that 405 
fixed penalty notices have 
been handed out to drivers 
for parking illegally in the last 
three months. More than 600 
tickets have been given over 
the last six months. 

Inspector Ferrie said that 
ticketing drivers parking ille- 
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gaily in the High Street would 
continue, regardless of 
whether or not it was a prior¬ 
ity - but Cllr Roger Andre, 
town mayor, said not enough 
had been done to convince 
residents it was being taken 
seriously. 

“You have just said yourself 
that you will continue to do 
exactly what you are doing if 
it is not a priority - don’t vote 
for this as a priority again 
because we will be ignored 
again,” he said. 

Cllr Gordon Cox asked how 
many hours were allocated 
daily to patrolling the High 
Street, but Inspector Ferrie 
said there are no fixed tim¬ 
ings. 

PCSO Kayla Packman said 
she spent about an hour a day 


on the High Street giving out 
between seven and 10 tickets. 

Inspector Ferrie said: “We 
should be dealing with more 
important things, but I have 
put pressure on [Sgt Miller] 
and [Sgt Miller] has put pres¬ 
sure on his officers to do 
something about it.” 

During the last quarter, 22 
separate speed checks were 
carried out with 23 verbal 
warnings issued to drivers, 
four fixed penalty notices 
handed out for excess speed 
and seven people placed on 
speed awareness courses. 

Thirty-one warnings were 
also handed out to cyclists for 
riding without lights, and 
three fixed penalty notices 
were given out to repeat 
offenders. 

Cyclists were given vouch¬ 
ers to buy lights, paid for by 
the St Edmundsbury 
Community Safety 

Partnership, at a local store. 


Residents avoid bogus police bank scam

said that their bank 


accounts had been 
cloned and further 
information was 
required. 

The man speaking 
on the phone claimed 
to be a police officer 
in Hammersmith. 


All three people 
hung up the phone, 
waited for the line to 
clear and called 
Suffolk Police. 

Alan Osborne, com¬ 
munity safety man¬ 
ager, said: “The police 


or banks will never 
ask for people’s bank 
account details over 
the phone and should 
anyone receive this 
type of call they 
should hang up 
immediately.”

Consultation up 
on traffic order 


CONSULTATION on a pro¬ 
posed traffic order affecting 
Haverhill town centre has 
officially ended. 

Residents were asked by 
Suffolk County Council to 
share their views on the pos¬ 
sibility of making part of 
Camps Road one way, as well 
as changing the bottom of 
Mill Road to one way south¬ 
bound, rather than north¬ 
bound. 

The survey launched online 
last month and asked if peo¬ 
ple supported reducing High 
Street traffic, agreed with the 
proposed order, and had any 
concerns about the proposal. 

Residents and business 
owners in the surrounding 
area were also written to. 
Consultation closed on 
March 7. 

The plan has attracted both 
support and criticism so far - 
with some people angry that

traffic could be directed up 
residential streets. 

Concerns about the order 
were also raised at Monday’s 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) meeting. 

One resident asked police 
officers why other streets in 
Haverhill could not be 
monitored by police if 
the order is supposed 
to cut traffic in the ; 

High Street by 60 per ' 
cent. 

She said: “Why is the 
High Street being priori¬ 
tised over the small residen¬ 
tial areas, and does the SNT 
think that [the order] is going 
to make our streets suffer?” 

Cllr Anne Gower, for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Suffolk County 
Council, said that the consul¬ 
tation was launched due to 


concerns that she and fellow 
county councillors had. 

The main issue is that peo¬ 
ple were not consulted in the 
first instance, she added. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Cllr Gower said: “If an experi¬ 
mental traffic order is put in 
they have got no comfort of 
knowing that if it doesn’t 
•••._ work it will be lifted. 

“We are fighting 
very hard to make 
; sure this happens, if 
it does go ahead. I 
am hoping it won’t 
go ahead due to the 
" wealth of opinion 
against it.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council confirmed 
that officers are analysing 
responses gathered during 
the consultation and the cab¬ 
inet member for roads and 
transport will determine the 
next steps.

The title of the talk “My life as a 
woman butcher” seemed incon¬ 
gruous with the soft spoken de¬ 
meanour of our speaker, Rosemary 
Wheeler. 

Rosemary recalled accompanying 
her father to Bury St Edmunds, 
before WW2, seeing cattle led 
through the streets from the rail¬ 
way station to the market where he 
carefully selected an animal for 
slaughter and sale as meat in the 
Lavenham butchers shop estab¬ 
lished by his father. 

The local abattoir was replacing 
the ancient brutal pole-axe with 



humane stun-gun equipment 
capable of processing 10 bullocks 
or 100 lambs per hour. Rosemary 
learned to use a scud to remove the 
bristles on pig carcases, before 
hanging them on “straight S- 
hooks”, and cleaving down to sepa¬ 
rate the meat from bone. 

At the age of only 15, as WW2 start¬ 
ed, her ambition to be a pianist was

shelved as father and later brother 
were called for military service, 
leaving Rosemary in charge of not 
only the shop but deliveries by 
bicycle as well! 

She recounts the rationing of meat, 
not by weight, as were butter and 
sugar, but by cost of lOd (old pence) 
per person per week. With steak 
costing l/6d per pound, the 


demand was for cheap cuts and 
sausages and offal, curiously not 
rationed until 1942. The hand- 
operated sausage machine was 
eventually replaced with an elec¬ 
tric one, but saw good service to 
process the meagre allocation of 
meat by the Ministry of Food. 
Rosemary continued working in 
the business until the age of 22, 
when she studied accountancy and 
was also able to spend time playing 
her piano as a semi-professional. 
Rosemary’s interesting talk, des¬ 
cribing the use of hand tools used 
by many butchers, brought back 
pleasant memories of the time 
when the butcher’s shop was a key 
feature in every High Street.

Man hit ex partner in row 


A HAVERHILL man nearly broke 
his former girlfriend's nose after 
hitting her during a heated argu¬ 
ment in a Cambridge bank. 

Mark Bishop, of Thurlow Place, 
Haverhill, pleaded guilty to assault 
by beating at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on March 7. 

The court heard how the pair had 
ended their 10-year relationship in 
April 2012 and how Bishop was 
issued a harassment order not long 
after. 

Sally Rose, prosecuting, said: “In

the afternoon of December 19, the 
defendant turned up at the shop in 
Cambridge where she worked. 

“He wanted to speak to her about 
problems with the bank account - 
it had been frozen. 

“She felt threatened speaking to 
him at the shop, so they went to the 
bank where she felt safer due to the 
CCTV. 

“CCTV from the bank then 
showed them having an argument. 


The defendant hip-barged her. He 
then put his hand up and hit her on 
the nose. 

“She appeared to be in pain and 
went to the ground.” 

The court heard how the blow 
broke the woman’s glasses and that 
she suffered bruising to her face 
and may still require surgery to 
mend a possible fracture. 

Representing himself, Bishop 
said: “I did not realise I hit her in 
the nose. I thought I just poked her 
in the forehead. 


“I have no sensation in my hands 
so I didn’t know I hit her that hard. 

“I suffer from mental health prob¬ 
lems and I really needed that 
money in the account to pay my 
rent.” 

Bishop also told the court he was 
no danger to his ex-partner as he 
“never wants to see her again”. 

He was ordered to pay a £200 fine, 
plus £85 in costs and a £20 victim 
surcharge. He was also ordered to 
pay £50 in compensation towards 
the repair of the victim’s glasses.

Ellen is 
fighter 

Struck down with cancer in 2009, Ellen Walker spent the first few years 
of her life battling to survive. Five years on and the 7-year-old is proving 
that when it conies to bravery and determination, age is just a number. 
Lydia Fallon meets the incredible schoolgirl and her very proud family. 


L ITTLE Ellen Walker is 
quite a character. 
Bouncing around her 
home, all bright blue eyes and 
giggles, the 7-year-old wears 
a permanent cheeky grin as 
she excitedly tells me all about 
her upcoming birthday party 
(“We’re going to the Funky 
Fun House!”), her brand new 
fluffy pink jumper and how 
playing at school with her best 
friends is her favourite thing 
to do. 

Gazing down the camera 
as she cuddles her adorable 
16-month-old brother 
Arthur, Ellen reveals she’s 
always wanted to be in the 
newspaper. “She’s been very 
excited,” Ellen’s mum Emily 
tells me. “She even let me 
comb her hair!” 

Meeting Ellen today - 
chatty, vivacious and bursting 
with energy - it’s hard to 
believe what the little girl 
sitting in front of me has had 
to overcome in her short life. 
“She just takes everything in 
her stride,” Emily smiles. “Her 
strength and tenacity got her 
through it all.” 

Wednesday, February 19, 
2014, marked five years since 
Ellen was first diagnosed 
with cancer. Since that 
day she has had multiple 
surgeries, numerous bouts 
of chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy, a stem cell 
transplant, bone marrow 
transplant, and much, much 
more. It would be fair to say 
it’s been a rather eventful 


few years for the schoolgirl, 
but she’s kept on smiling 
regardless. “I’ll never forget 
when she was having this 
medicine which was making 
her really ill. She was just sat 
on the hospital bed, heart 
beat pumping away and she 
just had this determined look 
on her face. Like: ‘I’ll take this 
on.’ She never gave up,” says 
Emily proudly. 

Ellen first became unwell 
in 2009, aged just 2 years old. 
Up until then she had been a 
happy and healthy baby, and 
there was never any inlding 
that was about to change. 

“She was completely fine until 
she was 2,” Emily explains, 
showing me a picture of Ellen 
when she was a year old. “She 
was a really healthy child; 
she grew normally, went to 
nursery and was absolutely 
fine. But, almost overnight, 
that all changed.” 

As her second birthday 
approached, Ellen started 
to constantly pick up chest 
infections, she wasn’t eating 
normally and generally didn’t 
seem like the happy little 
girl she always had been. 
Emily and her husband 
Simon were, understandably, 
extremely worried. “We took 


her to lots of different doctors 
with various non-specific 
things, and eventually she 
was admitted to hospital,” 
Emily explains. “It was then 
she was diagnosed with 
Neuroblastoma.” 

A rare condition - fewer 
than 100 children a year 
are diagnosed with it - 
Neuroblastoma is a cancer 
of specialised nerve cells 
called neural crest cells and 
mostly effects those under the 
age of 5. “It’s every parent’s 
worst nightmare,” says Emily, 
recalling the moment Ellen 
was diagnosed. “But you just 
have to keep the hope and 
keep the faith that everything 
will be OK.” 

What followed was months 
of gruelling chemotherapy 
and radiotherapy at 
Addenbrooke’s. Ellen’s health 
was deteriorating rapidly 
and Emily admits it was just 
horrible to see their litde 
girl - so small and vulnerable 
- hooked up to all kinds of 
bleeping machines, every day 
fighting to survive. How did 
they stay strong? “At the times 
you feel bad for yourself, you 
just have to think that it is 
Ellen who is going through 
it all and it was just our job 


to be there to support her,” 
says Emily. “We were never 
told that Ellen’s illness was 
incurable, so the first thing 
the consultant said when 
Ellen was diagnosed was that 
the aim is the cure - so we 
always tried to focus on that 
above everything else.” 

In December, 2009, nearly 
a year after she was first 
diagnosed, Ellen was put on 
a Cancer Research funded 
clinical trial for antiGD2 
- a new and pioneering 
treatment which doctors 
hoped would prevent the 
recurrence of tumours. Ellen 
was the first child in the UK to 
have antiGD2, and although 
the side-effects were at 
times too hard to bear, it did 
eventually prove a success. 

After months cooped up 
in a hospital bed, Ellen was 
finally allowed home for the 
summer and she flourished. 
She started pre-school and 
made lots of new friends, 
went swimming for the 
first time in 18 months and 
even welcomed a new baby 
brother. Life seemed like it 
was finally on the up. 

But, in early 2011, the 
Walker family received 
more heart-breaking news.

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“Ellen had lots of episodes 
of illness which we initially 
thought were winter bugs, 
but it turned out she had 
developed something called 
secondary AML (Acute 
Myeloid Leukaemia), which is 
incredibly rare in children who 
have had Neuroblastoma, she 
was only the seventh child in 
Europe to be diagnosed with 
it,” says Emily. 

It was a blow but, Emily 
says, could have been much, 
much worse. “The fear was 
that the Neuroblastoma had 
returned, because if it had 
there’s no treatment, it’s just 
palliative care from that point. 
So when we found out it was 
AML we actually saw it as 
quite good news, as there was 
at least hope for a cure. It’s 
funny how your perspective 
changes.” 

That cure was a bone 
marrow transplant, and Ellen’s 
baby brother George turned 
out to be the perfect match. 

It was a huge relief, but as 
the Walker family know from 
experience, these things 
are never simple. Ellen was 
weak and her liver severely 
damaged, it was touch and 
go whether she’d even make 
it to the operation. “Ellen’s 
liver was damaged to such an 
extent that they didn’t know if 
she’d be fit enough to have the 
transplant,” says Emily. “The 
doctors were very guarded 
about it all and there was a 
stage where they told us they 
were not prepared to do the 
transplant, which meant Ellen 
would have no chance of long¬ 
term survival.” 

A born fighter, Ellen proved 
the doctors wrong and was 
eventually well enough 
to have the transplant at 
Bristol Children’s Hospital. 
“After the operation she 
was taken into isolation for 
three months,” remembers 
Emily. “It was ridiculous in 
there, you can’t take in soft 
toys and everything has to 


be laminated - it was really 
tough. 

“Children under 12 weren’t 
allowed in the isolation room 
so Ellen and George didn’t 
get to see each other for three 
months. She said thank you to 
him before the transplant and 
then he went to live with his 
grandparents while we stayed 
in Bristol in a place called 
Sam’s House,” Emily says. 

Is Ellen very close to her 
little brother? “Sometimes,” 
Ellen smiles. 

“They don’t like to admit 
it,” Emily laughs. “But she 
was very grateful to her little 
brother and they share a bunk 
bed and are very close.” 

“He knows that I had 
poorly blood and he gave 
me his blood,” Ellen adds. 
“Sometimes we show each 
other the white marks on our 
back from the transplant.” 

It has been nearly three 
years since the transplant 
now and although Ellen is 
doing amazingly well, the road 
to recovery has still been a 
bumpy one, with Ellen facing 
many setbacks along the 
way. “Last summer she had 
some issues with her liver 
because of previous treatment 
and it caused her to have 
bleeds with her oesophagus,” 
explains Emily. “And because 
she has had so many blood 
transfusions she has become 
iron overloaded and has to 
have blood taken twice a 
week. 

“But the outlook is positive; 
she is five years out of 
diagnosis now and the doctors 
are all very impressed with her 
progress.” 

“I was very poorly before 
Christmas and had to be 
taken to the hospital in an 
ambulance,” Ellen chuckles. 

“I was supposed to be in the 
school play that day and 
meant to be a snowflake. I 
turned as white as a sheet and 
the doctors said I was doing 
a pretty good impression of a 


snowflake!” 

“All the doctors know you, 
don’t they Ellen?” adds Emily, 
giving her daughter a little 
squeeze. 

In light of everything they’ve 
been through, I wonder if 
the experience has changed 
the family’s outlook on life? 
“Completely,” she muses. “I 
have a completely different 
perspective on life now and 
realise however bad you think 
things are, there is always 
someone worse off. We’re the 
lucky ones because Ellen is 
still here today.” 

Emily - who is a doctor 
herself - believes that wouldn’t 
have been the case if it wasn’t 
for the staff at Addenbrooke’s 
and charities like Cancer 
Research UK, which is why 
the Cambridge family have 
been inspired to share Ellen’s 
story to raise awareness of 
the amazing work being done 
every single day. “Children 
who go through cancer, go 
through hardship you could 
never even imagine but with 
money and research they can 
survive,” Emily says. “It can 
happen to anyone, and I think 
the only way cancer is going to 
be cured is though scientific 
research. Ellen wouldn’t be 
here talking to you today if it 
wasn’t for Cancer Research 
UK.”

NEED FOR SPEED 

certificate 12A, 2h10m 

INSPIRED by a series of video 
games in which players get 
behind the wheel of souped- 
up motors, Need For Speed 
accelerates smoothly into the 
slipstream of The Fast And 
The Furious and its high- 
octane pretenders. 

Director Scott Waugh puts 
the pedal to the metal from 
the turbo-charged opening 
which establishes a rivalry 
between the cash-strapped 
protagonist (Aaron Paul) and 
his cocksure rival (Dominic 
Cooper) that drives the 
narrative to its predictably 
tragic resolution. 

The story centres on car 
mechanic Tobey Marshall 
(Paul), who runs his father's 
garage but is struggling to 
make ends meet so he relies 
on prize money from illegal 
street races. 

Aided by his team 
comprising Benny (Kid Cudi), 
Joe (Ramon Rodriguez), Finn 
(Rami Malek) and Little Pete 
(Harrison Gilbertson), Tobey 
is king of the road until a 
race against Dino Brewster 
(Cooper) ends in an inferno. 

Tobey is arrested and 
sentenced to time behind bars 


for a crime he did not commit 
while Dino walks away 
untarnished by suspicion. 

Two years later Tobey is 
released and swears revenge 
against Dino by competing 
against his nemesis in a 
legendary race organised 
by the enigmatic Monarch 
(Michael Keaton). 

He borrows a turbo-charged 
vehicle and agrees to take car 
dealer Julia Maddon (Imogen 
Poots) in the passenger seat 
as insurance. Sparks of sexual 
attraction fly between Tobey 
and Julia, complicating his 
relationship with old flame 
Anita (Dakota Johnson). 

Need For Speed is neither as 
deliriously fast nor furious as 
the films it hopes to emulate. 

Director Waugh 
choreographs some slick 
set pieces including pursuits 
around city streets and a 
daredevil airborne escape but 
there are few surprises in 


George Gatins's simplistic and 
linear script. 

Paul attempts to jumpstart 
his big screen career off the 
back of the TV series Breaking 
Bad and he is extremely 
likable in a woefully 
malnourished role. His deep, 
growling voice cuts through 
the squealing brakes and 
crashes of passing motorists, 
who are in the wrong place at 
the wrong time. 

Cooper is far less impressive 
as the slippery antagonist, 
whose greed, recklessness 
and overinflated ego bring 
about his downfall.

Ta ke ca re of 
your lawn 



IF THE recent rain means your luscious, closely- 
cropped carpet of green is now nothing but a 
soggy bog, you might be feeling a bit 
downhearted. 

But don't despair, say the experts, there is still 
hope for your languishing lawn. 

Guy Jenkins, Johnsons lawn 
seed expert, firstly advises to 
just give it time. 

"Don't rush to work on your 
lawn as soon as the water has 
subsided," he says. "Treading 
on wet, saturated soil will 
easily result in compaction, 
reducing your lawn's aeration 
and drainage even further. 

Only sow seed after the 
ground has become workable 
again." 

Sometimes though, the only 
real option is to start again; if your lawn suffers 
from consistent waterlogging, or is covered in 
moss or has bare, muddy patches. Jenkins says 
sorting out a proper drainage system and sowing 
trusted grass seed will save you time and money 
later. On a poorly drained site where water lies on 
the surface at times, land drains are the only solu¬ 
tion. If in doubt, seek professional advice. 


When water simply won't drain away, the RHS 
advises that you may have to replace the lawn 
with a new one, using turf laid on a 5cm (2in) bed 
of sharp sand, overlaid with topsoil improved by 
generous manuring and thorough cultivation. 

Smaller lawns on heavy clay 
soil can frequently be drained 
by raising them slightly above 
the adjoining ground level. A 
gravel edging to the lawn will 
carry away excess moisture. 

When a lawn lies wet for any 
length of time, damp 
conditions encourage algae, 
lichens and liverworts. This 
includes bubble-like Nostoc 
algae and dog lichen. They both 
flourish in badly-drained lawns 
but can develop wherever the 
aeration is poor and may even 
appear on well-drained turf if the surface has be¬ 
come compacted and is inclined to remain damp 
after rain. 

Algae also thrives in shaded conditions and 
where soil fertility is poor, so it's frequently found 
on turf beneath trees. Moss is a common sight 
where conditions are damp, but particularly if 
there is shade and an acid soil. 


Pricking or slitting the surface can improve a 
waterlogged lawn, the RHS adds. Try making 
2-3cm (1 in) slits or holes, although deeper| 
spiking is better, especially with a tool designed 
to leave holes 10-15cm (4-6in) deep. These holes 
can be filled with a free-draining material, such 
as proprietary lawn top dressings or horticultural 
sand, which will allow the water to flow from the 
surface to deeper, less compacted layers. 

Hand spiking tools are available but an ordinary 
garden fork can be used too. Alternatively, for 
larger lawns, use powered tools. Try a hollow 
tiner, which has hollow spikes and removes plugs 
of soil that are then swept up and removed. 
Pricking and slitting are best carried out once the 
excess water has drained away, especially where 
machinery is to be used. In small areas where 
standing water persists, sweep it off the lawn and 
into the beds before spiking with a hand spiking 
tool or garden fork. 

Once you've cleared the latest mess, it is also 
important to consider the root of the problem and 


hopefully prevent it happening again. For 
example, do you live in an urban area, at the 
bottom of a valley or flood plain, or on top of 
heavy clay? 

"All of these factors can affect how your lawn 
copes with excess rainfall," says Jenkins. "In urban 
areas, water flows over pavements and patios, 
with the extra surface run-off resulting in 
flooding. Simply by keeping a well-maintained 
lawn, providing somewhere for water to drain 
away, we can all do our bit to prevent flood 
damage." 

If you plan to sow a new lawn this spring, raking 
soil over to form a fairly fine tilth should ensure 
optimum germination rates, but only do it when 
the soil is dry enough to work. 

Heavy rain washes nutrients out of the soil, so to 
help encourage new grass, apply a lawn fertiliser 
or buy grass seed which includes fertiliser or 
dressing, so that it can grow more extensive root 
systems better able to withstand drought and 
flooding.

Weaver finished off a good team 
move for his goal, but Borough had 
several other good chances to put 
the game to bed.

Cornwell and Andrew Ofosu both 
got on the scoresheet, but it was the 
visitors who ran out 4-2 victors. 

“He’s (Cornwell) only done two 
training sessions, but he’s played 90 
minutes,” said Greygoose. 

“He’s got a great attitude and dedi¬ 
cation.”
